The hard work and 
commitment of Licia 
Davidson appears to have 
paid off. Davidson, a Can- 
ym resident whose (nopert 
is within spitting distance 
of the Sierra Madre Hre 
station on Alta Vista 
known as Fire Station #2, 
was alarmed (no pun in¬ 
tended) to discover that the 
City of Sierra Madre in¬ 
tended to sell the station 
for use as a private resi¬ 
dence. Though the area is 
zoned R-1 residential, a 
number of variances 
would be required for the 
converstion to a residence, 
and Davidson and other 


neighbors had concerns 
regarding parking, priva¬ 
cy, and more. She took her 
concerns to the street, and 
ended up with over 100 
signatures on a petition 
opposing the sale of Hre 
Station #2. 

The original recom- 
mendaticMi was to sell Fire 
Station #2, and use pro¬ 
ceeds to cretde a station 
that would be in closer 
proximity to Canyon resi¬ 
dents, at the City Yard. 
Fire Nation #2 is not a re¬ 
sponding station. 

Mayor Doug Hayes,

Tree Ordiance: Back to the 
Drawing Board

The Sierra Madre City 
Council met Tuesday 
night and attempted to take 
care of what Mayor Doug 
Hayes has called “Job 
one,” the institution of a 
permanent tree ordinance. 
Ordinance 1103 was 
adopted by the City Coun¬ 
cil in November, l99Xjud. 
was on the books for al¬ 
most four years, before 
being repealed late in 
1997, since which time. 


City staff has attempted to 
come up with a permanent 
ordinance. One proposed 
ordinance which identified 
a handful of trees which 
would be protected on pri¬ 
vate property was consid¬ 
ered a compromise in 
some circles, as trees not 
ideitfiflBd specifically for 
protection were essential¬ 
ly left to property owners’ 
discretion; that ordinance, 
however, was assailed at a 


City Council meeting ear¬ 
lier this year as overly re¬ 
strictive, and what was a 4- 
1 vote in favor of passing 
the ordinance (Hayes dis¬ 
senting) turned into a 5-0 
vote against the oixUnance 
at second reading. 

Back to the drawing 
boMdit was forJSigacaKitf- 
Public Works Bruce In¬ 
man, who returned to the 
City Council Tuesday 
night with Ordinance 
1157, which is essentially

Steeve (Yes, it’s sup¬ 
posed to have three E’s) 
Arlen and fiancee Wanda 
Lee live in Renaissance 
Plaza in Sierra Madre, 
which is fitting, as Arlen is 
truly a renaissance man. 
Bom in Wales, he was ed¬ 
ucated in England, though 
his father was American. 
He studied to be a priest, 
played a lot of rugby, had 
a stint in the military, and 
naturally, ended up a criti¬ 
cally acclaimed actor. “1 
never actually studied act¬ 
ing,” says Arlen, “but if 
you study to be a priest, 
you learn how to act.” 

Steeve broke into show 
business after singing the 
Welsh National Anthem at 
mgby games. He debuted 


professionally with the 
B.B.C. in London, and 
soon became a favorite of 
radio listeners and televi¬ 
sion viewers, coming in 
second in the Eurovision 
Song Contest in 1961. His 
version of Make Someone 
Happy made the charts in 
Britain. He’s also recorded 
several French hit records 
(he speaks fluent French), 
and has given Command 
Performances for Queen 
Elizabeth and Charles De- 
Gaulle. He has appeared 
in nightclubs in places as 
diverse as Monte Carlo, 
Paris, Beirut, and Las Ve¬ 
gas. He’s appeared on tele¬ 
vision in Growing Pains, 
Young Riders, NewsRadio, 
Frazier, and The Liz Tay¬ 


lor Story, and he’s ap¬ 
peared in national stage 
productions of Whose Life 
is it Anyway, Lies and Leg¬ 
ends, and The Musical Sto¬ 
ries of Harry Chapin, and 
is no stranger to Broad¬ 
way.

Marsha Blackwelder 
brought a proposed urgen¬ 
cy ordinance to the Coun¬ 
cil, and stated that the cur¬ 
rent urgeiKy ordinance has 
been iiKffective, and also 
placed a finanical burden 
on tree trimmers in town. 
“It’s done absolutely noth¬ 
ing to save any of our 
large, native trees,” said 
Blackwelder. She added 
that the City’s greatest 
wealth is measured in its 
trees, which are a long¬ 
term investment that in¬ 
creases property value. 
She also noted that the 
General Plan talks strong¬ 
ly about preserving native 
trees, and discussed the 
possibility of instituting an 
educational program. 

Joy Phillips, Jay Whit- 
craft, and Brian Donner 
read letters from Donner’s 
4th and 5th grade students 
urging the Council to pro¬ 
tect the City’s oak trees. 
4th and 5th graders’ per¬ 
spectives included, “I im¬ 
plore you to save the oak 
trees,” “God gave us a 
gift, so don’t abuse it, or 
there will be consequenc¬ 
es,” and “Dear Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Council; Why do 
you even have to think 
about saving the oak 
trees?” 

Mark Beirich, one of 
the numbers of the former 
Tree Ccunmission (which 
was abolished, along with 
Ordinance 1103), said that 
he found it “very interest¬ 
ing that you’ve dusted off 
the old ordinance and 
brought it out again, but

Linda Thornton quote(| the ininu|es of Council nrieet- 
ings last fall in which OWinaiicc f 103 was called “in¬ 
adequate” and “inefficient,” and said dryly, “It’s amaz¬ 
ing what a little time will do to your viewpoint.” She 
noted a big difference between Ordinances 1103 and 
1157; 1157 does not specifically call for the creation of 
a Tree Commission, although it is referred to in the def¬ 
initions section of the proposed ordinance. She urged the 
Council not to give up the idea of improving upon 1103, 
and also not to rush the creation of a permanent ordi¬ 
nance. 

Tim Osti came to the podium to “strongly disagree” 
with the statement that the community’s greatest wealth 
is its trees. “The greatest wealth is the people who live 
here,” said Osti. He also questioned whether there was 
really any benefit to being a Tree City USA. 

Lew Watanabe made one of the few statements that 
probably EVERYBODY involved in the discussion 
would agree with: “Nothing will satisfy everybody,” said 
Watanabe. 

Councilmember Rob Stockly stated that the Council 
neected to act deliberately. “It will behoove us if we could 
do this the first time around,” said Stockly. He suggest¬ 
ed that the proposed ordinance be reworked, and incor¬ 
porate the ideas of education as a primary goal, looking 
at beefing up the requirements for a tree survey, nam¬ 
ing the Englemann Oak as the official City Tree, creat¬ 
ing an advisory board, not a commission, and offering a 
financial incentive to property owners to volunteer their 
trees as landmark trees. 

Councilmember Kris Miller Fisher encouraged the 
Council to look at Marsha Blackwelder’s proposal. She 
stated that she believed the discussion was “helpful and 
well-done,” and agreed with Stockly that the process 
should be done correctly the first time. She was opposed 
to expediting the process, saying, “I’d rather keep talk¬ 
ing about it until people are too bored to come down 
here.” 

Councilmember Glenn Lambdin said, “It’s getting 
close.” He suggested a time frame that would include 
permits for trees pulled 12 months prior to development, 
because under Ordinance 1103, property owners could 
remove threes, then after they were out, apply for build¬ 
ing permits. 

Mayor Hayes expressed a desire for greater enforca- 
bility, and stated that he didn’t have a problem with a 
Tree Commission, as opposed to an advisory commit¬ 
tee. He asked that staff clean up the language that would 
make it clear that a commission was being established. 

The Council unanimously voted (with the exception 
of Mayor Pro Tern Bart Doyle, who was absent) that staff 
bring back a more comprehensive framework for an or-

Sierra Madre Prays 
for Community and 
Nation 

Reports from across the nation indicate God is indeed 
moving on behalf of his praying people. And praying is 
exactly what nearly 1.5 million Americans did last week, 
as they gathered for the 47th annual National Day of 
Prayer (NDP). 

On May 7, nearly 125 Christians from Sierra Madre 
churches laid aside political and denominational differ¬ 
ences to pray. Sierra Madre Congregational Church 
(SMCC) helped sponsor these local prayer celebrations. 

Event co-coordinator Pastor Ken Walker has learned 
many things through his six years of working on the 
SMCC prayer celebrations. “Christians must first set 
aside our agenda and be responsive to God,” said Pas¬ 
tor Ken Walker. “God said if we humble ourselves and 
pray. He promises to hear us, forgive our sins, and heal 
our land.” 

Some 50 men, women, and children laid aside their 
busy schedules and gathered under the Sierra Madre city 
hall’s Wistaria vine arbor at noon. Here, Pastor Richard 
Anderson of SMCC and Pastor Richard LaShure of Si¬ 
erra Madre United Methodist Church led the group in 
prayer and singing. Ken Walker reminded the crowd of 
President George Washington’s words, “Our duty as a 
people is to acknowledge our many and great obligations 
to Almighty God, and implore Him to continue and con¬ 
firm the blessings we experienced.” This fit this year’s 
NDP theme: “America: Return to God.” 

Others simply prayed as their schedules permitted. 
SMCC opened their sanctuary doors at 6:00 a.m. for 
hourly prayer. Beginning around 5:00 p.m., over 75 wor¬ 
shippers flocked into SMCC. They linked up with an es¬ 
timated 200,000 other Christians, for the world’s larg¬ 
est prayer meeting. Satellites broadcast the service from 
a Dallas megachurch, where Christian contemporary 
artists Twila Paris, and Carmen and Francisco Ortega 
helped lead worship. Some 50 Christian leaders had as¬ 
sembled there, and at sites in Washington, D.C. and 
California, linked by satellite. Dr. James and Shirley 
Dobson from Focus on the Family, Bill Bright from 
Campus Crusade for Christ, Pastor Tony Evans, Pastor 
Jack Hayford, Pastor Ed Silvoso, noted Bible-teacher 
Henry Blackaby and the others called upon God to work 
within our society, our laws, and our hearts that Amer¬ 
ica will again know the healing of God’s power upon our 
land.

“God is working incredibly in the 
hearts and lives of people as a result of people coming 
together in prayer,” said Shirley Dobson, completing her 
sixth year as chairman of the National Day of Prayer 
Task Force. “If God did all this in just one day, just 
imagine what He will do if we would commit ourselves 
to pray regularly on behalf of our communities and na¬ 
tion.”

'There’s nothing to compare it to, h’s cojjnpletdy 
devastating,” says Sheliy Blechman. WhilHitndlah fu¬ 
ture is to exaggerate. Shelly is simply speaking the truth, 
as she knows it. She is referring to the death of a child, 
an experience she has been through first-fniid' - 
It was in I99S that Shelly’s son, Jared, was diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkins Lymphoma, a disease that ^ de¬ 
scribes as “particularly aggressive.” One month after 
entering Huntington Hospitai, Jared died at the age of 
13 1/2. Shelly was referred to a support group called 
“Heartfelt,” which met on the third Monday of each 
month, in Arcadia. The group was invaluabie. 

“It doesn’t work for everyone, but a tremendous num¬ 
ber of people find a great deal of comfort in coming 
back. It’s a safe, non-judgmental setting, and it’s so 
imptxtant for parents to still talk about their children,” 
said Shelly. 

Heartfelt was started by Jeri Miller, in 1977, follow¬ 
ing the death of her son, Chris. For over 20 years, Jerl 
continued as President. The group trained support par^ 
ents to man a 24-hour hotline, printed monthly news¬ 
letters, held monthly meetings, and an annual Metpc- 
rial Picnic. Heartfelt managed to reach almost 4,000 
bereaved families. Jeri retired from that position, effec¬ 
tive after the Spring newsletter was printed and the April 
meeting was held. 

With the investment and concern of innumerable fami¬ 
lies, however, the spirit of Heartfelt could not be allowed 
to fade away; Shelly is taking over as President of the 
group, which will now continue under the name “Heal¬ 
ing Hearts.” Most of the board members will stay on, 
also. , 

Wrote Shelly, “Change is always difficult. No one 
knows this better than bereaved parents. But some 
change is not always bad. In this case, the support group 
will be changing its name...but not its ability to be there 
for you and others in need.” 

Meetings are held at 7:00 p.m. on the 
"of each month, at the Fireside Lounge at me Arcadia 
Presbyterian Church, 121 Alice Street. The Fireside 
Lounge is a meeting room, and Sheliy stresses that 
meetings are non-demoninational. 12-40 people show 
up at the meetings. “It’s a great relief to speak to some¬ 
one else who has had the experience,” says Shelly. 
“Most of us don’t think we’re going to survive. Thfere 
are thoughts of suicide, marriages break up.,..but the 
meetings help. You find ways to adapt. We have par¬ 
ents who have lost children to accidents, disease, 
drowning....it doesn’t really matter. Jhe questions ^ 
the same. Why?” 4 

The meetings produce a gradual transition; iit^first, 
members rely on the support of those who have b^n in 
the group longer than they. Without noticinjp. when it 
happens, they discover that they themselves have be¬ 
come the voice of experience, the shouJdei' to loan on. 
Three years after coming to her fir^ mefting; Shelly is 
helping to keep the group alive. '' . <i .

No Water Rate 
Increase in 
' Arcadia This 
Year 

A decrease in expenditures, successful water pro¬ 
grams, continuing water conservation efforts by Arcadia 
customers, and the rainfall from El Nino, translates into 
good news for Arcadia residents and business owners. 
The Arcadia Maintenance Services Department has an¬ 
nounced that for the first time in many years, there will 
be no water rate increase during fiscal year 1998-99. 

The City staff has reduced operation and maintenance 
expenditures while ensuring the reliability of the water 
system, complying with water quality standards, and 
retaining the existing level of service. Additionally, a leak 
detection program and a comprehensive large meter-test¬ 
ing program have been completed, both of which have 
been added to the rate-setting analysis. City officials are 
plea.sed to report that when compared to eight neighbor¬ 
ing water agencies, Arcadia’s average bimonthly water 
bill is over $6 less. According to Arcadia Mayor Gary 
Kovacic, “This is a perfect example of our continuing 
efforts to keep costs down.”

‘ Tilings got more heated when Miller Fisher tried 
to determine die viability of having non-mann^ fire 
am not a Fire Chief,'’ said Miller Fisher, 
to which Tracy’s response was, “Obviously.” When 
Miller I^isher persisted, asking if other fire (tepart- 
meids had other types of stations, Tracy respond^, 
“Yes, they’re called paid fire departments.” 

Tracy did agree that responding to the northeast 
part of town is a concern, and noted that the current 
fire stiUion is not centrally located. He asked that if 
the Council chose to sell Fire Station #2, the pro¬ 
ceeds be put into a station somewhere accessable. 
He also pointed out that the possibility of die Arca¬ 
dia Hre Department’s ccmsolidating with Los An¬ 
geles County may result in the closure of a mutual 
aid station. “I’m trying to be proactive and provide 
the best protection possible on a volunteer basis.” 

One of Sierra Madre’s firefighters said after the 
meeting that comments about a perceived “neglect” 
of the Canyon are discoursing and inaccurate. “We 
spend six months out of the year as volunteers train¬ 
ing to deal with brush fires, which are essentially 
specific to the Canyon. Residents on Orange Grove 
could ask why we’re paying so much attention to tiie 
Canyon. You dcm’t want to be on Chief Tracy’s bad 
side, but he knows his stuff. He is incredibly knowl- 
edgable when it comes to fire protection.” 

Councilmember Rob Stockly, a Canyon resident, 
stated that the Canycm gets “fairly good if not ex¬ 
cellent service.” 

Councilmember Glenn Lambdin said that he saw 
two basic issues before the Council: 1) Was the 
method for taking bids appropriate, and 2) Should 
th^ structure be a residence?
